Alamoda county's representative broke over the unwritten rules 


It might 
have been expected he would do this, for the habit has fixed itself 
through being repeated so often in addresses to church clubs Sun- 
day School classes and women's sewing circles. It may be a legiti- 
mate regret that this important county is not reported on themes 
that are fit and that rise to the dignity of the occasion. 


The objection to the parcels post would seem to indicate the 


commercial character of the Congress. 
Business men are opposed 


to the paternal in Government, which the parcels post undoubtedly 
•is 
The post wa. originally established to facilitate commttniration, 


which was nrcessary, and which has been abundantly realized; but 
the effort to expand it into an express company is evidently regarded 
as quite anot icr matter, and not so obviously desirable. 


Trade with South American countries is a very important and 


legitimate sul ject for the Trans-Mississippi Congress to consider. It 
is a sore thing that the United States enjoys so little of this trade 
-with its clbov neighbors, and indeed, occupies such a dubious place 
in their esteen. 
For it is not to be dented that other countries out- 


trade us then-, and have their confidence in various directions to a 
greater degree than we enjoy it. There should have been somebody 
in the Trans-Mississippi Congress while this matter was under dis- 
cussion to retnnci the members that resolutions, nor even treaties, 
are likely to improve the situation much, unless the ' methods ^of 
'American merchants seeking the trade are acceptable to those with 
•whom business is sought to be done. 
That has been the great draw- 


back 
The. Ai lerican way is to hurtle, to be debonair, familiar, in a 


Juirry, hail fellow. 
The way of the Central and South American 


is deliberate, formal, dilatory. 
Prices are not so great a considera- 


tion as methoc. Others peoples realize this and have conformed to 
the customs atxl prejudices of those whose trade they seek; but the 
hustler from the United States, used to getting through with his 
business and making trains and boats, undoubtedly finds it difficult 
to adapt himself. 
However, the action of the Congress will serve 


to call attention to a most important question, one that needs to be 
solved, and whose solution must come through a better understand- 
ing of the trouble. 


The Woman Suffrage resolution is probably side-tracked for 


good. There v\ universal disinclination to take this question by the 
horns. The fa-orite way is to sidestep it, and leave it in the pigeon 
hole. We see vhat happened in England when this policy was per- 
sisted in. and ihe same sort of crusade may occur in this country. 
A mob of wornjn is not edifying, and the accounts made the one in 
London thai p :rsi?ted in i'.s clemnnd for suffrage till many of its 
leaders got themselves in jail, to appear particularly unlovely. Still,

conferred, we find it 


difficult to expU.in why the intelligent American born woman should 
.be denied the same right, if she feels like exercising it.
